But he flipped through papers 
when they told of unearthing the 
box and rescuing the victim. 

Richard Bell 
asked an FBI agent if air pipes 
to the box had any protection to 
keep insects, rats or snakes 
from entering. Krist leaned over 
and spoke to one of his court-ap­ 
pointed lawyers.

Douglas’ action came a week 
after Justice Abe Fortas re­ 
signed from the Supreme Court 
in a storm of criticism over a 
$20.(KH) check from the family 
foundation of jailed financier 
Louis E. Wolfson. 
Wasn’t Up To Par 
Sen John J. Williams. R-Del., 
a leading 
critic of Douglas* 
foundation ties, met privately 
late Thursday with Atty. 
Gen 
John N. Mitchell, but wouldn’t 
disclose what they discussed. 
Williams refused Friday to 
say whether he had asked for a 
Justice

investiga­ 
tion and said he had no com­ 
ment on the session. 
Douglas, who underwent a mi­ 
nor heart operation last June, 
told a newsman, 
" I’ve been 
trying to get a replacement for 
the job for about a year since I 
had 
the 
surgery and wasn’t 
quite up to par.” 
The Parvin Foundation said 
the 70-year-old justice had writ­ 
ten more than a month ago that 
he would resign, but a meeting 
April 9 was called off when 
Douglas was hospitalized. 
Prof. Fred Warner Neal of 
Claremont, 
Calif., 
who 
was 
as Douglas* successor, 
said the foundation’s directors 
were reluctant this week to ac­ 
cept the resignation because of 
“the whole fuss growing out of 
the Fortas thing.’* 
Sever Connections 
Neal said, "I think some of 
them thought this would make 
some people think that this was 
tied up in the resignation, which 
it wasn’t.”

Douglas took "to sever his con­ 
nections with a foundation en­ 
dowed by gambling casino mon­ 
ey simply means that he is not 
competent to serve on the Su­ 
preme Court bench.”

The foundation's largest stock 
holdings have been in the Par- 
vin-Dohrmann Co., which owns 
the Stardust, Fremont and Alad­ 
din casinos.

WASHINGTON (AP> — Sen­ 
ate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield disputes the White 
House contention that the Unit­ 
ed States has not raised the lev­ 
el of combat in Vietnam. 
Presidential Press Secretary 
Ronald Ziegler, in obvious re­ 
sponse to criticism of the bloody 
assault on Hamburger Hill, said 
Friday that “there has been no 
increase on our part in terms of 
military 
activity 
ordered 
in 
Vietnam.” 
Ziegler said U.S. forces sim­ 
ply were responding to enemy 
moves rather than increasing 
military pressure in Vietnam. 
“ I do not agree with that as­ 
sessment,” Mansfield said in an 
interview. 
“We are 
not just 
holding the line when we contin­ 
ue search and destroy missions, 
when we send B52s over Cambo­ 
dia to drop more bombs than 
were dropped on North Vietnam 
before the air strikes were sus­ 
pended.

Search Fails To Locate 
Stolen Air Force Plane 


LONDON 
( AP)—British 
and 
American planes resumed their 
search of the Atlantic today for 
a U.S. Air Force C130 transport 
that was stolen from its base 
near here Friday by a 23-year- 
old Air Force ground mechanic. 
Sgt. Paul Meyer of Poquoson, 
Va., was said to have been 
homesick and “under the influ­ 
ence of drink” before he took off 
in the big $2.3 million troop car­ 
rier from Mildenhall air base, 
20 miles north of London. 
The plane was last seen flying 
over the English Channel west 
of the Isle of Wight, and Meyer 
told his wife by radio-telejnhone i 
he was having trouble with the j 
controls. He was not heard from I 
again, and the Air Force said it j 
assumed he went down in the i 
Atlantic. 
After eluding radar trackers, 
Meyer surprised officials look­ 
ing for him by contacting the 
base at Mildenhall arid asking to 
speak to his wife Marianne at 
Langley Field, Va., his home 
base. 
The call was arranged, and

Apollo Streaks To Earth

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Cost Of Living 


Where will it stop if it can be stopped? 
Tile U. S. Labor Dept, reported this week 
that the cost of living rose six tenths of one 
per cent in April, the sharpest increase in the 
upward climb of prices in more than a decade. 
Translated, that means that each $10 bill lost 
six cents in value during April. 
The increase pushed the government’s con­ 
sumer price index to 126.1, meaning it cost $12.64 
last month to make the same typical family pur­ 
chases that cost $10 in the 1957-59 period on 
which the index was based. 
Food, housing and medical care costs gained 
seven tenths of a per cent. 
In the past three months, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, prices have risen at 
an annual rate of 7.6 per cent, the steepest rise 
for any comparable period since 1956. 
If the trend continues throughout the year, 
a person would have to earn nearly eight cents 
more on each dollar in December than he did iii 
January just to keep even — and that’s if lie 
pays cash. 
★

* 
Besides paying more for the goods and serv­ 
ice, Mr. Citizen also is being touched for higher 
interest rates on borrowed money. Mortgage in­ 
terest charges were 24 per cent higher than a 
year ago, the Bureau of Labor Statistics re­ 
ported. 
Tt wasn’t too many years ago when a home 
mortgage loan could be obtained for five and 
three quarter per cent, (letting a home mortgage 
today at the legal maximum rate of seven per 
cent — adopted in Michigan in 1855 — is prac­ 
tically impossible as money available for this 
purpose can be loaned at higher interest rates 
elsewhere. 
The ceiling in Wisconsin, for example, is 
12 per cent. 
Looking even further, if the cost of living 
keeps going up at its present rate, a person with 
money invested earning five per cent per year 
actually will have less buying power at the end 
of the year than when lie started.

The impact of the cost of living rise hits 
hardest, of course, at those people whose incomes 
are fixed — the elderly citizens drawing pensions 
and social security who don’t have reserves in 
the stock market or real estate — although 
Medicare and Medicaid programs and govern­ 
ment backed housing projects such as the 18- 
story apartment complex now under construc­ 
tion in Escanaba have helped ease their prob­ 
lems. 
But inflation attacks other people too, par­ 
ticularly those who don’t have automatic cost of 
living clauses in their union contracts or those 
paid a salary which doesn’t include raises to 
overcome the losses in earning power. 
Inflation was one of the major issues in last 
year’s presidential and congressional campaigns 
and President Nixon already has made some 
moves through the Treasury Dept, and Federal 
Reserve Boards to curb the constant increase. 
As yet, however, the action doesn’t seem to be 
having much effect. 
Maybe inflation is a built-in hazard of the 
free enterprize economy in a democracy, but if 
it is the race upward should be reined to a walk. 
Most people can’t run fast enough to keep up 
with 7.6 per cent.

Riot Subsidies 
In an effort to curtail campus disorders. 
Congress last year enacted a law providing for 
denial of federal scholarship funds to any stu­ 
dent wiio willfully engages in disruption of the 
educational processes. 
The principle is that government funds for 
education should not be permitted to subsidize 
disorder, but should be used in a lawful, respon­ 
sible manner. Tn passing the law, Congress simp­ 
ly exercised its light to say how tax revenues 
shall be spent. 
But the lawr has not been enforced and. as 
presently written, may be unenforceable. 
Tile attitude of federal officials responsible 
for administering the law hasn’t helped. Colleges 
which wrote to the U. S. Office of Education 
asking for information on the new law received 
a memo stating reasons that the statute should 
be repealed. 
Tile glaring weakness of the law is that tile 
federal government cannot cut off funds until 
a college determines that a student has violated 
the law’ or its own rules and then so notifies the 
government. The law' gives discretion to college 
administrations, and so far few schools have 
chosen to use this power at all. 
One way to correct this flaw would be to 
provide for automatic denial of funds to any 
student who breaks the law’ in connection with 
a campus demonstration. Federal officials would 
be directly responsible for enforcing this federal 
law\ and the necessary determinations of fact 
w'ould be made by the courts, not the schools. 
It is an elementary fact that the govern­ 
ment has a right to specify how public funds 
should be spent. Having done so in the case of 
federal scholarships, it should rely on itself, not 
the schools, in seeing that the law' is enforced.
